1. Communication dated October 12, 2018 (received November 16th) requesting 

Commission approval of a modification to an intergovernmental agreement 
between the Charter County of Wayne and the U.S. Marshals Service to continue 
to provide housing and care of U.S. Marshals detainees; the modification notates 
that U.S. Marshals detainees should only be housed in Wayne County Jail 
Division 3 (William Dickerson Detention Facility), with detainees under certain

the modified IGA is from September 26, 2018 until terminated by either party with 
written notice; the revenue from the agreement will be deposited to Account Nos. 
101 35100 603030 ($75,000 County Jail) and 101 35110 603030 ($900,000

1. Revision of Wayne County Commission Resolution No. 2018-946 of retroactive 
Modification No. 3 to a three-year, unsolicited revenue-generating contract with a 
two-year option to renew between the Charter County of Wayne and Continental 
Distributors dba Canteen Correctional Services (of Van Buren Township) in the 
amount of $200,000 in expenditures for indigent inmate items and a projected 
$656,250 in income for the Minimum Annual Guarantee exercising the two-year 
option to renew to continue to provide commissary services, commissary items, 
phone time, indigent supplies and kiosks for the Wayne County Jails, including all 
the necessary hardware and software, equipment and services; Modification No. 
3 extends the term of the contract from August 15, 2015 through August 14, 
2020; the revenue from the contract will be deposited into Account No. 575 
35101 643020 ($656,250 County Jail [Commissary]) and the cost of the contract 
will be charged to Account No. 575 35101 744000 ($200,000 County Jail 
[Commissary]). (2015-71-017M3)

[Note: This resolution (No. 2018-946) was previously reviewed by the Committee 
on Public Safety, Judiciary & Homeland Security and approved by the 
Wayne County Commission on December 20, 2018. Subsequent to its 
approval, the Sheriffs Office requested that the Account Number’s Line 
Item for the revenue be changed to No. 643020 to comply with a 
recommendation from the Office of Legislative Auditor General in one of 
its report findings. It is requested that a revised resolution be adopted on 
January 24, 2019. (The Change is in Bold.)] 

2. Communication dated November 28, 2018 (received December 11th) requesting 
Commission approval of a grant application and acceptance between the Charter 
County of Wayne and AAA Michigan (of Dearborn) in the amount of $10,000 in 
honor of the 25th anniversary of AAA’s Traffic Safety Grant Program to aid in 
training focused on impaired driving under the influence of alcohol, marijuana 
and other drugs, and the purchase of traffic safety equipment; the County 
Executive advises that no match is required; the check for the one-time grant is 
dated November 8, 2018; the revenue from the grant will be deposited into 
Account No. 101 30760 631080 (Road Patrol-Municipal). (2019-71-014) 
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3. Communication dated December 10, 2018 (received December 11th) requesting 
Commission approval of a retroactive three-year agreement with a one-year 
option to renew between the Charter County of Wayne and Wayne County 
Community College District (WCCCD) to provide adult education programming to 
the inmates at the William Dickerson Facility and Wayne County Jail Division; the 
County Executive advises that this is a free service and will not require 
compensation from Wayne County; the term of the agreement is from January 1, 
2019 through December 31,2022. (2019-71 -015) 

4. Communication dated October 24, 2018 (received December 4th) requesting 
Commission approval of a three-year contract with a one-year option to renew 
between the Charter County of Wayne and Corporate Dining, Inc. dba Corporate 
Dining Concepts (of Rochester Hills) for an estimated revenue of $15,000 to 
provide vending machines at Jail Divisions 1 and 3, as well as the Sheriff 
Administration and Road Patrol buildings; the County Executive advises that 
Corporate Dining will pay the County the specified percentage of 25% to 30% of 
its gross sales from the vending machines, depending on price listed, minus the 
6% Michigan sales tax; the term of the contract will commence upon Commission 
approval for three years; the revenue from the agreement will be deposited into 
Account No. 101 35110 650020 (WCJ-Hamtramck). (2018-71-134)
